Th Chinese on tha Plantations of Lou-
isiana.

Inquiries have lately been made

through the columns of a New Orleans
journal in regard to the success of Chi-

nese labor in the sugar parishes of Lou-

isiana. Suggestions were made in the
same artiole that it might benefit the
planters if large nnmbers were brought
to the plantations of this state.

We do not know what satisfaction Chi-

namen are giving in '73, but we have
some facts about them as laborers in 71.
Dr. Kittredge brought fourteen China-

men from Cuba to his plantation on the
Lafourche, iu 1808 or '69. They worked

very well for awhile, but wero slow and
weak. They at length became almost
worthless ; would not work ; stole eve-

rything they could put their hands on ;

made an assault on the manager with
their sheath-knive- s would have killed
him bnt for the intervention of a faith-

ful negro with a They were

all driven from the plantation.

The groat international bridge across

Niagara river from Buffalo to Fort
Erie, in Canada, has been completed,
although it has not yet been formally
thrown open to travel. Of the work

tho Buffalo Cjiuuiereiul Advertiser fur-

nishes a complete account, from which
we quote the following interesting de-

scription :

To state the fact roughly but plainly,
the entire length of the bridge is about
three-quartet- s of a mile. But more in

detail the length is as follows : In the
main river, l,8tMI feet ; over Squaw is-

land, 1,300 feet (trestle work i, and over
Black Rock harbor, 4.10 feet. The en-

tire length of the superstructure iu the
main river is 1,800 feet; in Black Rock

harbor, 110 feet. There are nine spans
in the portion on the main river and

three in the Black Rock harbor ; four
of 190 feet in the clear, and three of

210 in the clear. Over the main river
also are two draw openings of 1C0 feet
each ; total length of draw girder, 302

feet. In Black Rock harbor are two

draw openings of 90 feet each, and one
fixed span 220 feet in length. In the
main river are eight piers and two abut-
ments ; aud in the harbor two piers and
two abutments. The abutments are 10

feet long by 30 wide, at tho bridge-sea- t

level. Over the bridge is laid a track
for railroads, aud a common sidewalk
for foot passengers. Tha piers aud
abutments are built of sand stone from

Georgetown and Acton, Canada, and
Berea, near Cleveland, Ohio, The iron
of the snpoi structure was from the
Phosnixville Iron company's works.
